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Why Satan Desires You to Be Lost

This may seem like a strange question 
to ask anyone but the writer thinks it 
is one that is due some consideration by 
every one, “WHY DOES SATAN 
WANT ME TO BE LOST”? The 
Christian may say, I have no need of 
considering why, but to me the Chris- 
tian is the one that should be the most 
considerate, as he is the one that is hin- 
dering Satan’s desires most, so naturally 
he will try to cause the Christian to be 
lost so as to get him out of his way. 
The same reasons for which Satan de- 
sires the Christian to be lost will also 
suffice for the moral and wicked per- 
son. After much thought the writer 
has concluded that Satan desires people 
to be lost for the three following rea- 
sons. 

FIRST, SATAN DESIRES TO BE 
WORSHIPED 


Space will not permit going into de- 
tails so I will have to be as pointed as 
possible. Some may wonder if Satan 
does want to be worshiped and if so 
would that cause anyone to be lost? 
Jesus answered that emphatically in 
Matt. 4.10, “Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God; and him only shalt thou 
serve.” Does Satan desire to be worshiped? 
In Ezekiel 28:14, 15 we find, “Thou 
art the anointed cherub that covereth, 
and I have set thee so: thou wast upon 
the holy mountain of God; thou hast 
walked up and down in the midst of 
the stones of fire. Thou wast perfect 
in thy ways from the day thou was 
created until iniquity was found in 
thee.” Notice he was perfect until ini- 
quity was found in him, so when God 
blesses you be careful lest a spirit of 
exaltation should creep in. Ezekiel 
28:17, “Thine heart was lifted up be- 
cause of thy beauty, thou corrupted thy 
wisdom by reason of thy brightness.” 
Ezek. 28:6, “Because thou hast set thine 
heart as the heart of God.” V. 2, “Be- 
cause thine heart is lifted up, and thou 
hast said, I am a God, I sit in the seat 
of God.” 


Now let’s turn to Isa. 14:12, 14, 
“How art thou fallen from heaven, O 
Lucifer, son of the morning! how art 
thou cut down to the ground, which 
didst weaken the nations! For thou 
hast said in thine heart, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God: I will 
sit also upon the mount of the con- 
gregation in the sides of the north: I 
will ascend above the heights of the 
clouds; I will be like the most High.” 
You can see from Isaiah that Satan de- 
sired to exalt himself above God if pos- 
sible. Why? So as to be worshiped. 

Satan was so bold as to even ask 


Christ to bow down to him. Matt. 4:8, 
9. “Again the devil taketh him up into 
an exceeding high mountain, and 
sheweth him all the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them; And 
saith unto him, All these will I give thee, 
if thou wilt fall down and worship me.” 
Surely the one thing Satan wanted was 
to be worshiped. I believe he will be 
worshiped for a short period of time. 
Of course the majority of people serve 
him in this day, but according to Rev. 
13:8 people will not only serve but will 
openly worship him. Note, “And all 
that dwell upon the earth shall worship 
him, whose names are not written in the 
book of life of the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world.” 

SECOND, HE DESIRES TO DE- 
FEAT THE PLAN OF GOD 

From the above we can see that Satan 
opposed God before he was cast out of 
heaven. After he failed there he has 
tried to defeat the plan of God from the 
beginning of the history of man. 

First we see him as he told Eve in 
Gen. 3:1-7, that if they did eat of the 
tree which was in the midst of the gar- 
den they would not die but would be- 
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come as gods knowing good and evil, 
when God had strictly forbade them to 
eat thereof. This time he succeeded in de- 
feating the plan to a certain extent, as 
he caused man to disobey God and 
thereby become sinful when God never 
did nor never has intended for man to 
commit sin. 

We find him again in Matt. 4:1-10 
as he tried to tempt Christ to do some- 
thing that would have been against the 
will of the Father. If Christ had done 
either of the three things Satan asked 
him to do, God’s plan of redemption for 
man would have been defeated. But 
thanks be to our Christ who stood the 
test, after which the angels came and 
ministered unto him, Matt. 4:11. 

Now let’s go just a little further and 
see if he tries to defeat the plan of God 
any more. According to Rev. 19:19, 
I believe he will try to prevent the 
thousand years’ millennial reign. Note 
the quotation, “And I saw the beast, 
and the kings of the earth, and their 
armies gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse and 
against his army.” Of course it said 
the beast, but who inspired and gave 
power to the beast? None other than 
the devil himself. Who is he fighting 
against? Christ who is coming to set up 
His millennial kingdom. Listen, broth-

Approaching 
death has been banished when faith 


brought in the life more abundant! In 
faith knowledge is increased, and wis- 
dom is given.

You have stepped out of 
poverty into riches! All your needs are 


supplied, and you have plenty, and 
abound in His grace. And it is written,

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The Kingdom Judgment 

“When the Son of man shall come in 
his glory, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he sit upon the throne 
of his glory. And before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he shall sepa- 
rate them one from another, as a shep- 
herd divideth his sheep from the goats: 
And he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left. Then 
shall the King say unto them on his 
right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of the 
world: For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink: I was a stranger, and ye 
took me in: Naked, and ye clothed me: 
I was sick and ye visited me: I was in 
prison, and ye came unto me. Then shall 
the righteous answer him, saying, Lord, 
when saw we thee an hungred, and fed 
thee? or thirsty, and gave thee drink? 
When saw we thee a stranger, and took 
thee in? or naked, and clothed thee? Or 
when saw we thee sick, or in prison, 
and came unto thee? And the King 
shall answer and say unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me. Then 
shall he say also unto them on the left 
hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels; For I was an hungred, 
and ye gave me no meat: I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me no drink; I was a stran- 
ger, and ye took me not in: naked, and 
ye clothed me not: sick, and in prison, 
and ye visited me not. Then shall they 
also answer him, saying, Lord when saw 
we thee an hungred, or athirst, or a 


stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, 
and did not minister “unto thee? Then 
shall he answer them, saying, Verily I 
say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not 
to one of the least of these, ye did it not 
to me. And these shall go away into 


everlasting punishment: but the right- 
eous into life eternal,” Matt. 25:31-46. 

The scripture just quoted has refer- 
ence to the judgment of nations as 
Christ returns to reign a thousand 
years. 


“And I saw heaven opened, and _ be- 
hold a white horse; and he that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and True, and 
in righteousness he doth judge and 
make war. His eyes were as a flame 
of fire, and on his head were many 
crowns; and he had a name written, 
that no man knew, but he himself. And 
he was clothed with a vesture dipped in 
blood and his name is called The Word 
of God. And the armies which were 
in heaven followed him upon _ white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white and 
clean. And out of his mouth goeth 
a sharp sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the 
winepress of the fierceness and wrath 
of Almighty: God. And he hath on 
his vesture and on his thigh a name 
written, KING OF KINGS, AND 
LORD OF LORDS,” Rev. 19:11-16. 


The tribulation week is just clos- 
ing as Christ comes on the clouds of 
heaven with all the host of heaven with 
Him, and it is at this time He sets up 
the kingdom judgment spoken of in 
Matt. 25:31-46. There is no resurrec- 
tion at this judgment. Christ brings 
those with Him who have already been 
resurrected and raptured, when He 
comes to reign a thousand years. Rev. 
20:6; 5:8-19. The ones who are judged 
at this time are nations and not in- 
dividuals. Antichrist has had control 
for seven years and has lifted the de- 
pression that was dominating the world. 
He has influenced every nation and 
brought them into action and is put- 
ting forth his last effort to defeat 
God’s plan and set up his own kingdom 
and cause all the world to praise him. 

As Antichrist goes into the tribula- 
tion week God seals 144,000 who are 
all Jews. 

“And I heard the number of them 
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which were sealed: and there were 
sealed an hundred and _ forty-four 
thousand of all the tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel. Of the tribe of Juda 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Reuben were sealed _ twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Gad were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Aser were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Nepthalim were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Manasses were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Simeon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Levi 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Issachar were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Zabulon 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Joseph were sealed twelve 


thousand. Of the tribe of Benjamin 
were sealed twelve thousand,” Rev. 
7:4-8. 


The Jews are not reckoned in this 
judgment because they haven’t been 
counted as a nation. They have only 
been under the supervision of Anti- 
christ and made a covenant with him 
for seven years. In the midst of this 
week, the tribulation week, they have 
broken the covenant with Antichrist 


and turned all their worship to God - 


because they have found that Anti- 
christ is a deceiver. 

“And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and 
for the overspreading of abominations 
he shall make it desolate, even until 
the consummation, and that determined 
shall be poured upon the desolate,” 
Dan. 9:27. 

It is at this time that Antichrist 
causes the mark to be placed on all the 
people or he stops them from buying 
and selling. Rev. 13:16-18. This man 
of sin, during the seven years’ reign, 
will cause all the world to prosper. 
Dan. 8:23-25. He musters every fight- 
ing nation to Jerusalem to destroy all 
the worship of God and to exalt himself 
in the earth. 

“I will also gather all nations, and 
will bring them down into the valley of 
Jehosaphat, and will plead with them 
there for my people and for my herit- 
age Israel, whom they have scattered 
among the nations, and parted my 
land,” Joel 3:2. 

This is God speaking through Joel 
and prophesying what He will do to the 
nations that have fought against His 
people, the Jews, under the supervision 
of Antichrist. At the end of the tribu- 
lation week, the Jews, especially the 
144,000, are the object of Antichrist 
and he is bringing every destroying 
power he can against them because God 
has preserved the 144,000 and has kept 
them from Antichrist and his armies.

The Christian Should Know 

Jesus said to His disciples, “It is given 
unto you to know the mysteries of the 
kingdom of heaven,” Matt. 13:11. 
There is certain knowledge which is 
possessed only by the Christian. No one 
else has any conception of what the 
Christian enjoys. 

1. The forgiveness of sin. None but 
the Christian has any knowledge of such 
an experience. Our friends may over- 
look our wrongs and we may be accept- 
ed in the best society of earth while yet 
guilty of some gross sin, but to have 
the Lord blot out all of our sins is an 
attainment beyond the comprehension 
of the elite of this world. 

2. The Christian knows the Lord. 
That is, he has a personal acquaintance 
with Him. In all ages men have lived 
in touch with the Almighty, their 
Creator and Preserver, and through the 
gospel it is the privilege of all men to- 
day to know the Lord, and serve Him 
and ‘walk with Him. Prayer, faith, 
and obedience are the means used. 


3. The Christian knows how to pray 
about all the problems of life. Most 
certainly a Christian trusts God for sal- 
vation and his spiritual life. But it is 
our privilege to go to God in prayer 
about all of our business and financial 
matters, and for our physicial health 
and needs as well. There are thousands 
today who commit their all to Him and 
trust Him for everything. Some do 
not seem to know how to trust God for 
all, but it is their privilege, according 
to the Word of God. 

4. The Christian may trust the 
Lord through extreme and trying cir- 
cumstances. Many have trusted God, 
kept happy, and come through severe 
sicknesses and sore afflicitions trium- 
phantly. Some have trusted Him in 
times of severe financial ordeals and 
come out victorious. Certainly it is 
the privilege of all to know how to 
trust God for victory through every- 
thing. “Commit thy way unto the 
Lord; trust also in him; and he shall 
bring it to pass,” Psa. 37:5. Think how 
many times the patriarchs, prophets and 
apostles found deliverance in times of 
severe trial, with no means but prayer 
and faith in God. 

§. The Christian should know of the 
times in which we live. Jesus said, 
“When these signs come to pass” “you 
may know” that the end draws near. 
Men of the world are studying every 
thing else. They are so busy with their 
progress, money-making, education, in- 


ventions and earthly affairs, that they 
have no time to study about God and 
spiritual things. “But the Christian has 
an inside track on things. Through the 
word of prophecy and the spirit of reve- 
lation he knows the times in which 
we live and what is ahead, and is wise 
in preparing to meet the coming issues. 

6. The Christian has a safe guide in 
the Word of God which he searches and 
appreciates. He knows of the satanic 
deceptions and false teachings abroad 
in the land. He is warned and knows 
what to expect in these last days when 
there is so much in the world to hin- 
der and destroy the faith of God’s peo- 
ple. “Then shall we know if we follow 
on to know the Lord,” Hos. 6:3. 

The Christianity of Jesus Christ is 
a power to make men honest, true, and 
upright, and to keep them s0, or it is 
nothing, and worse than _ nothing. 
Some make excuses for their sin, or 
failure, saying, ““No one can live holy 
here,” etc. There was a time, and more 
than once, when men could not be 
Christians and live, but they were 
Christians right on—and died. Per- 
haps that time is coming again. 


Perhaps Today 

The blessed hope of the Lord’s immin- 
ent return to raise the dead, and to 
change the living saints, prior to His 
coming in power and great glory to set 
up His kingdom, has been the joy and 
earnest expectation of my heart for 
over thirty-five years.

There was silence in heaven about the 
space of half an hour—to bring the 
prayers of the saints before God, before 
the first angel sounded his trumpet. 
And so ten thousands of God’s children 
have felt the absolute need of silence 
and retirement from the things of earth 
to present their prayers before God, and 
in fellowship with Him be strengthened 
for their daily work. 

How often the complaint is heard 
that there is no time for prayer. And 
often the confession is made that, even 
if time could be found, one feels unable 
to spend the time in real communion 
with God. No one need ask what it 
is that hinders growth in the spiritual 
life. The secret of strength can only 
be found in living intercourse with God. 
O my brother, if you would only obey 
Christ when He says, ““When thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father which 
is in secret,” and have the courage to 
be alone with God for half an hour. 
Do not think, “I will not know how 
to spend the time.” Just believe, that if 
you begin and are faithful and bow in 
silence before God, He will reveal Him- 
self to you. 

If you need help, read some passage 
of scripture, and let God’s Word speak 
to you. Then bow in deepest humility 
before God and wait on Him. He will 
work within you. Read Psalms 61, 62, 
63 and speak the words out before God. 
Then begin to pray. Intercede for your 
own household and children, for the 
congregation, for the’ Church and min- 
ister, for schools and missions. Keep on, 
though the time may seem long. God 
will reward you. 

Brother, God longs to bless you. Is 
it not worth the trouble to take half 
an hour alone with God? In heaven it- 
self there was need for half an hour’s 
silence to present the prayers of the 
saints before God. If you persevere, you 
may find that the half hour that seems 
the most difficult in the whole day may 
at length become the most blessed in 
your whole life.

/ Lonely Hours in Dark Africa 


A letter from Sister Stark written 
during Brother Stark’s illness. This is 
the latest news we have received except 
the radiogram telling of his death. This 
letter was written Wednesday, March 
15, sent by air mail, special delivery, 
and arrived today, April 7. 

Greetings in the worthy name of Jesus. 

If it were not for Jesus tonight I 
could not write. As I sit here I feel so 
alone but for dear Jesus. He is all the 
world to me. My dear husband, Ed- 
mond, is very low with fever. We have 
both been so well until just a week ago 
tonight he took sick. It seemed then to 
only be slight. We prayed earnestly and 
he was greatly helped. We believed 
God for victory, but the night of the 
9th he took much worse. We have done 
our best to stand firm on the promises 
of God, and still are. He quoted the 
words, “Though He slay me, yet will 
I trust Him.” Again victory was given 
and we rejoiced in the Lord of our sal- 
vation. He was so weak and tried so 
hard to sit up. Monday night was a 
long one, and no rest for either of us 
(Monday, March 13). We both prayed 
earnestly, as we saw fever returning. I 
quoted scripture to him, which seemed 
to help him so much, then he tried to 
sing but was too weak, so in the still- 
ness of the night I sang to him. About 
2:30, as best I can remember, victory 
came and his fever began to go down. 
He then was relieved enough to turn 
over and go to sleep. He rested most 
of the remaining night. This was 2:30 
Tuesday A. M. that I speak of, March 
14. All day Tuesday he felt so much 
better and was so confident that real 
victory had come. He slept quite well 
that night. We were so grateful to the 
Lord for the rest, as it was about the 
first fairly good night’s rest either of 
us had had for five days and nights. 
Still he was very weak. 

Then, Wednesday, which is now 
about 10:30 P. M., he took a sudden 
turn for the worse. Along sometime 
this A. M. his fever came up but it 
seemed not to be so high. Again I 
turned to the Word to read. We prayed 
as best we could until his fever was 
gone. He was able to catch a little 
sleep and take some nourishment. He 
said, “I want to eat dinner with you 
by the help of the Lord.” I tried to pre- 
pare something that he could eat and 
brought it in by his cot, where he was 
resting, too weak to sit up. But he was 


breathing so hard and fast. Then I took 


‘some of the saints in to pray?” 


his temperature and it was now 104 F. 
I knelt and prayed and held to the dear 
old Bible. He tried to pray with me, 
but was too weak. Later in the after- 
noon he did not understand anything I 
would say to him. Now and then he 
would try to quote some scripture, but 
when I would try to help him or say 
anything to him he could not under- 
stand me. Fever went up to 105.2 F. 
and stayed for hours. I put cold cloths 
on his head and prayed, looking to God 
to help. About dark he looked up to 
me and said, “Dear, are you going to call 
I could 
not answer him. My heart was ach- 
ing. Oh, if only there were some “one” 
here to call. It wasn’t quite so hard 
when he could breathe up a prayer or 
say “Yes, Lord,” but now he can’t seem 
to understand anything I say to him. 
Later he turned to me again and said, 
“Isn’t there someone to pray with you?” 
Again I could not answer him. This 
has been the longest 10 1-2 hours I have 
ever seen. If only he could understand 
me when I read the Word to him. It 
seemed to strengthen him so the other 
night. It has been hours since I have 
been able to get him to take any water, 
and he is so hot. 


How can I stand it? The Lord will 
see us through some way. But, oh, if 
there were someone to stand in faith and 
prayer. “If two are agreed as touching 
anything” but he is not able to under- 
stand now. Every little while he says, 
“O Lord, help me.” 


The other night when he was so ill 
and we were praying and looking to the 
Lord for help he said, in praying, “Lord, 
I am willing, only that souls may be 
saved in this land, souls for whom you 
died.” He has not spared himself but 
has put forth every effort possible to 
witness for the Lord. Just here and 
there, at every opportunity the Lord af- 
forded, he witnessed for Jesus. Un- 
tiringly he would go to the camp of 
workmen and read from the Word to 
them, in their language. Though he 
hadn’t but a very few words of the 
language that he himself could under- 
stand, yet he could read so they could 
understand. Just a week ago tonight 
he went out and read to the men, and 
even then he was very weary in body. 
He stayed long, trying in the few words 
he had to explain something of the 
Word. He went to bed that night with 
the headache, but the Lord gave relief 
so that he slept. He has done his best, 
and longs to do more. 
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I just can’t write more now, but felt 
I must send these few lines. I will try 
to send a‘ cablegram, but my Portuguese 
is still so limited. It is 70 miles to the 
nearest cablegram office too; a man 
will go by foot. Please pray. 
Mrs. Stark.

When we arrived in Erwin, Tenn. to 
pastor the work, we were just a little 
perplexed about a house to move our fur- 
niture into. After getting settled some- 
one mentioned that they had been talk- 
ing of building a parsonage for quite a 
while, so we told them, “Let us quit 
talking and go to work.” As the 
L.W.W.B. had bought an acre of ground 
and had secured a deed, our next step 
was to appoint a building committee to 
start, so you can see for yourself what 
happened.

He also preserves the two prophets who 
will begin their preaching and _pro- 
phesying about the middle of the tri- 
bulation week. After the two pro- 
phets have finished their testimony 
there is nothing left for them to do and 


they are willing to die. God allows 
Antichrist’s army to destroy them. 
Rev. 11:3-8. 


“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
and thy spoil shall be divided in the 
midst of thee. For I will gather all 
natiofs against Jerusalem to battle; and 
the city shall be taken, and the houses 
rifled, and the women ravished; and 
half of the city shall go forth into cap- 
tivity, and the residue of the people 
shall not be cut off from the city. 
Then shall the Lord go forth, and fight 
against those nations, as when he fought 
in the day of battle. And his feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount of 
Olives, which is before Jerusalem on 


the east, and the mount of Olives shall 
cleave in the midst thereof toward the 
east and toward the west, and there 
shall be a very great valley; and half 
of the mountain shall remove toward 
the north, and half of it toward the 
south,” Zech. 14:1-4. 

This scripture bears out the thought 
that Christ will come with power and 
great glory, according to Rev. 19:11- 
16, and He will descend and place his 


feet on Mt. Olivet and this mountain 
shall cleave and make the valley of 
Jehoshaphat which will be approxi- 


mately two hundred miles long. All 
the nations of the world that have 
gathered at Jerusalem, under the sup- 
ervision of Antichrist, will be brought 
into this valley for judgment. The 
sheep nations that are gathered there 
will merit their reward of a thousand 
years’ reign in the millennium. First, 
as a nation they have believed in God 
and patterned their government and 
made their laws according to His Word.
